Professor OwL.Fr, who is the most dis- 
tinguished comparative anatomist of the 
(lay, lias examined some of these relics, in 
addition to those which were found aeir 
lrfount Maccdon, and others discovered by 
Sir T. L. Mitchell at Wellington, and 
of ivhich a description and figures are 
gi^en in the history of his 11 Expeditions." 

Amongst these, there were hones of 
animals of the Marsupial order, which 
have been distinguished ns belonging to 
two new genera celled Dipr-a forfeit and 
NoletAfrium. 

la his " Ducriptive and Illuztraled 
Catalogue of the Fossil Organic ReifisiW 
of Mammalia and Ave) coniaiiitii in (ht 
Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of England," a work of great importance, 
recently published by Professor Owe», 
from No. [460 to 1509, inclusive, the 
work is occupied by a discussion, com- 
prising -32 quarto pages, on such of the 
bones of these new genera as, up lo 1345, 
had f alien under observation. 

Now of these, llie whole of the bones 
were fragnicriUry and defective, and con- 
sisted chicly of portions of broken bones 
of various parts of the skeleton. And it 
is r remarkable, that of the juvs only por- 
tions of IfiE rami of the iowtr jaw had 
been then discovered, 

Yet from these and a few of the teeth, 
Professor Owen was led to conclusions of 
extreme interest as to the past history of 
New Holland j con elusions directly affect- 
ing the animal, anil, indirectly, the vege- 
table and meteorological phenomena of 
lliiii great country in by- gone ages. To 
enter here into a minute analysis of 
Professor Owen's study of those relics, 
would be in some degree imaatis factory, 
because it is not lo be supposed dial ge- 
neral readers would be sufEcicutly in* 
terested iu the subject tn care for the full 
process of reasoning which n skilful ana- 
tomist may think it Tight to pursue, 
But there ace but few readers, who will 
nut be in some degree excited by the 
main results of these enquiries i and it is 
from such persons thit we are now endea- 
vouring to claim attention on behalf Mr, 
TuaiiEa's recent discoveries. 

After discussing the peculiarities of Lbe 
structure of the bones in the relics of the 
Djr-atjTODCH and Nototubrium, Professor 
Owes cornea to thia conclusion, that there 
formerly existed " in Avtlralia a niat-sii- 
pial vegetable feeder as large as the Rhi- 
noceros." The hones brought down to 
Sydney fully confirm this judgment. 

Professor Owen has indicated certain 
aifinities between these great Aus-

POSSIL BONES. 
In or" about the year 1813, we published 
several tttiicJci en. the existence of the 
fossil"" remains ur „wili net-and -g igantic 
animals in various parts of New South 
Wales. Jl was intended that the subject 
should receive further attention, but 
owing to a variety uf liinderauces it was 
left incoruplete, Hii'inf, however, an- 



Tapir, and Wombat, leaving it uncertain 
to which the Diprotodon is nearest. He 
points out that in the Kangaroo and Di- 
nothennm, the enamel of the teeth is 
wiooM and polaTted ; and that in the 
Tapir the transverse ridges of the molars, 
or grinding teeth, ore marked on the an- 
ttrior side by reticiil^-jntiietiite mark- 
ing* ; whilst in the DiraoTonoN the rn- 
goats-punctate markings are found on loth 
the ffttterior and jposleriar surfaces of the 
transverse ridges. Thetc is no doubt, 
that Mr. Tun. neb 'a principal specimen is 
a DipaoronoM, the teeth in these respects 
answering the description of that genus. 

Professor Qu'LN observes further, that 
there are characters of the jaw which 
makes the Stombat very nearly resemble 
the Diprotodon; yet again, there are 
others, which shoiv a greater resemblance

In the genns ' Mi/rropv/t, which in- 
cludes the K; nigaious, the formula of the 
Weill Is imhiM-s in the npjicrjttjii and 
livo ' ifi the lower ; false molora two ' 
rrach jalv, aiid in each jaw ybf^ h true mo- 
lars. Hut we learn from Cuvieu that the 
anterior or false molar is frequently 
wanting • and it is known that some 
animals of this genus are wanting in 
more or less of their molar teeth ; the 
animal being subject to the pressure of 
the new teeth from behind, so that the 
former decay and fall out, This may be 
the case with Mr. TuRNen's animal ; and 
in the Museum there is a skeleton of one 
of the Macropitlm, in which the Itelh are 
irregular in number, and tine of the back 
molars is just appearing. 

In the Marsupial aiiitnajs, the numtiei 
of true molars is always four, whilst in 
the other orders of Mammalia, accord- 
ing to Water no use, with the exception 
of a few groups, the highest number is 
three. 

Fur these and other reasons, "which it is 
not necessary to enumerate, Mr.Tuttmia's 
new animal must have been in some re- 
spects very near a Kangaroo, and if cha- 
racters may le relied on, certainly marsu- 
pial. Put as the. formula of dentition in 
the KoaTais also £ 2, Vi. there ia a great 
resemblance to that animal also : the pre- 
sence of a tail would settle that point at 
once. 

The portions of the skeleton of this in- 
dividual which are now in Sydney, con- 
sist of the head, both femurs, both 
scapulae, one humerus, several of the ribs, 
several vertebral of the neck, of the back, 
andof the tail : and the size of these bones, 
when compared with those of the 'skeletons 
of living maeropiilis, will surprise the be- 
holder. 

If. eventually, after further exami- 
uation, the conclusions respecting its 
Kangaroo-like character should be con- 
firmed, then we must suppose it to have 
been certainly not less than from sixteen 
to eighteen feet in height; but as there 
are appearances ia the size of the bones of 
the extremities, which would lead to the 
inference that it was perhaps not of such 
a character, but of one more resemblng 
the larger Mammalia, then it may have 
been a kind of koala, at the lowest-esti- 
mate, nearly ten feet high, 

One remarkable feature in its dentition 
is (he tnsk-lilte appearance of its two 
largest upper incisors, which cerlainly 
differ in shape from those of the kangaroos. 

Our readers will understand from this, 
thai, at any rate, there is a remarkable 
creature within the reach of their inspec- 
tion, and after a few days, it is intended 
by Mr. Tuanna lo exhibit it to the 
public. 

The locality whence this skeleton was 
derived is King's Creek, a feeder of the 
Condalitine; and we are told that so 
abundant ate the hones in chat ere cit /thai 
portions of the bottom of it are literally 
fclrewed with their fragments, washed from 
the alluvium of its hanks. 

One fact is very remarkable, viz., Mr 
TuRNtii's great animal was in so ap- 
parently fresh a condition, when it wat 
first disentombed, that tiie brain was in a 
stale to he easily recognised, and traces of 
blood vessels in it were distinct. This 
doea not, however, prove necessarily avery 
reeent existence, but, perhaps, that the 
soil in which it was buried was pecu- 
liarly preservative. But it certainly be- 
longed to the present era, . for a loiio, a 
ejf eras, and nni valve shells of the same 
species that still inhabit the Condamine 
are round in the soil and even attached to 
the bones. 

In a few days the public will be able to 
judge for themseWea ; till then we shall 
tiuit the subject, to return to it again 
if anything appear to call fur i ml her 
remark, unless, which is much to be de- 
sired, that distinguished naturalist, Mr, 
W. S. Mscliav, favours the public with 
something more satisfactory than the 
above imperfect notice, which is chiefly 
drawn up to aid Mr. Xdhnir in his praise- 
worthy efforts to advance the knowledge 
of Australia.

Mr. Turner's animal, in this re- 
spect, is not only unique but perfect ; for 
the head is nearly complete, with the ex- 
ceptions of some ofthe hinder parls, the 
whole having tiecn crushed and ap- 
parently broken in by some powerful 
agency, but has been restored by the as- 
siduity of Mr. W«ll, of the Museum, Dr. 
LEiciLBAanT,&c.,£cc, 

this head ex)iibits,therefctre, all that is 
necessary for comparison with the Wom- 
bat, Tppir, and Kangaroo, and those 
gentlemen who have examined it, have 
pronounced it, in many respects nearer 
perhaps to a Kangaroo than to any Other 
known creature. 

Its formula of dentition consists of six 
incieors in the upper jaw, and (lira in the 
lower.

Service— old, 
faithful, unswerving, unpurchased, and un- 
piLrduisahlc— lies by ill unregarded carnerB 1 
beu en Ih the rubbish of sectarian abuse, or the 
nJthiucjs of private spite. Tnlents of the 
highest kind are thrown aside lika dirt, But 
even such examples of ingratitude might be 
tolerated, because they aro familiar to every 
age and country, did tho ensuing substitution 
justify the original rejection,— were those who 
succeeded more distinguished, or likely to be 
mruo distinguished, than their predecessors.

When thosB initiatory difficulties have been 
surmounted, then comes the domiuld for la- 
bourers of any kind who can lay hand to woilt. 
When the original settlers in a colony have ut- 
touted such a position as enables them to sup- 
port themselves from day to day and year M 
year on tlie fruits of their industry, and to 
suvo Irani the surplus, without drawing upon 
the capital accumulated in earlier times, then 
the further indefinite extension of their indus-

As to artilieial, Cvvrytlujig that men do 
according ion preconceived idea— that in, every 
dolibcratn and rational action- may be said to 
bo artitteinl in the sense in which the word is 
used in tliia fallacious attempt to cast discredit 
on systematic coloniiation , Viewed in one 
way, nil emigtation may be said to be artltlcinl, 
inasmuch rts it implies tho more or less skilfel 
s'luptitton of means to carry ince effect a pro- 
determined purpose; and, viewed in another, 
nil emigration may bo called natural, inasmuch 
as all emigrants are acting in unconscious ot h- 
dience to tiie law of nature, which has ordained 
that the tribes of man shall, by their dispcr- 
eiou, occupy the earth. So with "sponta- 
neous, " if the word is meant to imply more 
than the mere opposite of compulsory trnns- 

?ortation, it is tlie name of a nan- existence, 
hero is no action of man occasioned by the 
independent workings of his own mind, alto- 
gcthcr apart from the representations or nolici. 
tatluneof his fellows. Not even a marriage 
can take placewilhoutthe first overture having 
been made by the one or the other party. The 
emigrant, who sets out as ono of tho organised 
body of soltlurs, ha consequence of having been 
urged, advised, and solicited, may act quite as 
spontaneously as the solitary emigrant who 
starts to ecck better fortune in a new land, 
which has been portrayed alluringly to his 
imagination, by books or talcs around the winter 
fire. 

The ringing of tho changes upon spontane- 
ous and artilieial emigration is mere word- 
catohing. It lays those who persist in it open 
to tho suspicion cither of not knowing what 
thoy talk about, or of talking to gain 
time and escape, tlie trouble anil responsi- 
bility of acting. The problem to be solved 
is this scrambling, uu|iceconeerted emigra- 
tion, and settlement of now lands having 
proved so beneficial te the adventurers them- 
selves in the lirst instance, and reflectively to 
the mother country, may not their ud vantages 
be increased by cornm union ting regularity and 
System to tlie Operatives?

hardship, and en efficient demand for labour- 
ing nssistnnta has commenced at (ill early 
period. This demand for labourers is sure to 
commence in every colony as soon as an Intel- 
ligcnl capitalist class has been created; but 
even in prosperous colonies its continuous ex- 
tension depends upon tho increase of that elnas 
in numbers and in wealth, If the numbers of 
unemployed, or inadequately employed, 
labourers in tho mother country, increase 
in a more rapid ratio than the numbers of 
capitalists in the colonics, the only means of 
promoting emigration is, by facilitating and 
eilcouraginq; the settlement of more emigrants 
of the labour-employing class.

We have it, therefore in our power, to profl t by 
tho lesions of experience ; we can abandon 
those parti* of our men system which have 
Hung a draH-oboin an tho progress of our colo- 
nies, and adopt those parts of the Washington 
system which have favoured the grow th oi the 
new elates of the Union. The mast marked 
distinctive features of the United States and 
British settlements, are the organised self-de-
